WON'T PAT TAXES. 


As usual, the railroad company has 


refused to pay taxes on its street rail- 
road property in San Francisco. The 
tax question has become a serious one 
to the people when organized capital is 
required to pay tax on its property at 
the rate a private citizen is required to 
pay on his property. -Taxation of or- 
ganized capital at a just valuation is 
almost impossible, as it controls courts, 
juries and political parties aa a result 
tf unopposed work for thirty years. 


During the first ten years of its work 
o control the people and the govern- 
nents, state and national, its continued 
complaint was that It could not receive 
justice from the people. The people 
continued to yield to its demands till 
it became strong by imposition upon 
them. When it had become independ- 
ent of the citizen it began to prescribe 
terms to those who believed they had 
personal rights in the form of threats 
which were too often carried into effect 
by its creatures till intimidation be- 
came the role of its action against the 
citizen, which was so effective that 
many would speak in a whisper when 
they were directing attention to its 
villainies. 


THB BOKR WAR. 


During the last few days 22,000 Brit- 


ish troops in addition to tbe number 
that had arrived previous to last week 
were landed in South Africa. 


General White's army is hard pressed 


at Ladysmith by the Boers, who act 
like they were determined to take the 
town before re-enforcements can reach 
it 
The British are moving for the re- 


lief of White, and the Boers have de- 
tached from their force at Ladysmith 
4,000 men to oppose the army advanc- 
ing to the relief of the beleaguered 
town. 


General Lucas Meyer, the Free State 


commander, declares that the Boers 
have sustained the last defeat they will 
receive during the present year. There 
Is no doubt, from reliable reports 
given, that the Boers are ia a position 
to resist a strong force, and they will 
undoubtedly nse every means at their 
command to hold the territory they 
occupy in British South African pos- 
sessions.

ROOP A. Nevada cavalry was mustered into the 
service of the 


United States in Keefe Hall, Cheyenne, Wyoming, on the 8th day 


of June, 1898. 


June isth the troop left Cheyenne for Camp Merritt, San Fran- 


cisco, embarking November 6th on the transport City of Pueblo. 


In exactly one month anchor was dropped in Manila bay. 
The 


troopers disembarked on the loth and were assigned quarters at Fort 
Cavite where they did garrison duty until hostilities broke out, Feb- 
ruary 4, 1899. They participated in the battle of San Roque on the 9th 
and were moved, that night to the Cavite causway. 


Two days later they marched to Camp Rice where they con- 


structed trenches and breastworks. 
They then returned to Cavite and 


guarded insurgent prisoners of war. This was two months of very un- 
pleasant work, especially as the prisoners were striken with disease 
and were dying daily. 


On the 23rd of April at an hour's notice the troop was moved to 


Manila where the boys were kept in close confinement for ten days, 
awaiting marching orders. They were then put to guarding and pa- 
troling the Cuartel del Infantario, the First Reserve hospital and the 
San Miguel distrct. 


After thirty days of this work they were started on the zoth of 


June with Wheaton's brigade on the campaign to the southward. The 
second day they were out they marched twenty-five miles to San Pedro 
Macati, a running fight for the entire distance. 
The Nevada troop 


were on the advance line in this pursuit of the insurgents. 


It was iu this engagement that private Taylor was slightly 


wounded in the neck and Private Niebuhr received a scratch in the leg 
from a Mauser. 


From Macati the brigade proceeded to Imus, where the troop were 


mounted on native ponies. 


The next incident was the advance upon and retreat from Dos 


Marines. In the fifteen mile march upon the town there was fighting 
the entire distance. Our boys were in the front rank and were the 
rear guard in the retreat. 


For some time after this they were engaged in scout duty, escort 


work and "pot-hunting." 
Their next station after Imus was at 


Bakoor. 


From Bakoor they proceeded to Paranaque where they were 


stationed a few days. Their next move was to Malibay, in which 
place they were engaged six weeks, holding position on the line. 
After courier duty at nearby places they returned to Cavite and Manila, 
boarding the transport Ohio for home five weeks later.
